The Georgia driver remained out front until he pitted on lap 102, which gave Gary St. 
Amant the lead. St. Amant was chased by Bryan Reffner and Gill. 

Gill went back to the point on lap 126 with St. 
Amant, Reffner, Steve Holzhausen and Sensiba in 
close pursuit. St. Amant regained the lead on lap 163 
when Gill pitted, which moved Sensiba into second 
and Reffner into third. 

On lap 171, Sensiba took the lead for the first 
T 4 time during the race, with Reffner, St. Amant, Mike 

| Eddy and Mike Miller running in a tight group. 

Lap 192 saw Eddy's and Miller's hopes of a 
win dashed when they both spun coming off the sec- 
ond corner in some fluid dropped on the track. Most

| nursing a sick engine, Reffner and Tom Jones.

"The race track was real | 
loose," Gill said. "It reminded 
me a lot of Pensacola (FL). We 
made three pit stops, we 
changed the rights, the lefts 
and then changed the two rear 
"2 tires. 

- Dave Sensiba "The money hasn't sunk in 
yet. To win it for the team was 
the most important thing." 

Gill said he never considered pitting at the end of the race. "All the guys who pitted 
were in front of me," he said. "I didn't have to worry about passing them. This car was super." 

Sensiba said he didn't have enough to catch Gill at the end of the race, after a pit road 
incident knocked his car out of alignment. "The car would just jump going into the corners," he 
said. "| didn't want to pit at the end because track position was so important here." 

Schrader said Gill was "awesome" on the half-mile. 

Rounding out the top ten were Matt Kenseth, Dick Trickle, Mike Miller, Raines and St. 
Amant. 

The outcome of the race put Mike Eddy back in the points lead over Bryan Reffner who 
finishing a disappointing 27th, 22 laps down, when a trailing arm bracket broke late in the race.

While most small towns in lowa are known for farming, one town became famous for speed. 

During the late 1950s and throughout the '60s, Keokuk, lowa churned out a disproportionately 
high number of outstanding stock car drivers, many of whom raced at the Minnesota State Fair 
Speedway. Drivers such as Ernie Derr, Dick Hutcherson, Ron Hutcherson, Ramo Stott, Don 
White, Jim Washburn, Mickey McMahan and Gordon Blankenship were all part of the Keokuk 
racing legacy. However, by the early 1960s, Derr, Stott and Dick Hutcherson had risen to the top 
of the Keokuk pack. They had become the dominant names on the International Motor Contest 
Association (IMCA) circuit. Collectively, this trio of drivers became known as the "Keokuk 
Komets." 


ERNIE DERR 


Derr began his racing career in 1950 and 
won his first racing title in 1953. By the late 
1950s and into the early '60s he was 
considered the reigning king of stock car 
racing at the Minnesota State Fair, winning the 
State Fair Stock Car Classic in 1958, '66, '68 
and '69. Derr also won several other races at 
the Minnesota State Fair Speedway including 
the Viking 200 in 1969, the Northland 300 in 
1966, '68 and '69, and the North Star 500 in 
1966, '68 and '69. 

Throughout his career Derr remained a 
governing force on the race track. In 1970 he 
was the leader on the race track. In 1970 he 
was the leader in stock car point standings, 
with over 300 more points that the next 
highest ranking driver. By 1971, Derr had become : a 12-time champion of the IMCA circuit. 

"Derr was an excellent driver," said Jake Bozony, flagman at the Minnesota State Fair 
Speedway for 30 years. "He got to be good by practice and taking exceptional care of his 
equipment." 
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RAMO STOTT 


Ramo Stott, the second member of the 
"Keokuk Komets," began racing in 1955 while 
still in high school. Early in his career, he raced 
modifieds and super-modifieds, but soon 
switched to racing his famed number "0" stock 
car. In 1964, Stott won the 16th annual 200-lap 
race at the Minnesota State Fair Speedway. 
He was the only driver to complete the full 
distance of the race and he beat his hometown 
rival, Dick Hutcherson, who finished third. 

"Stott was a joy to watch and be around," 
Bozony said. "When he raced he was like a 
young boy in a candy store. He truly enjoyed 
what he was doing." 

Stott was still dominating the Minnesota 
State Fair track in 1967 when he won the 
Minnesota Classic, the Northland 300 and the 
North Star 500. Stott's success put him in the 
top 20 cumulative money winners at the 
Minnesota State Fair Speedway through the 
early 1970s. In 1974 he held the pole position 
in NASCAR's Daytona 500, the Super Bowl of 
stock car racing, and finished the race in the 


top 10. Stott's extraordinary skill on the race

Ramo Stott and Crew 
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DICK HUTCHERSON 

Dick Hutcherson began racing in 1958 
when his father loaned him money to buy one 
of Ernie Derr's old cars. From the start of 
Hutcherson's career until 1962, he never fin- 
ished lower than third place in a stock car 
race. In 1963, he was awarded the national 
IMCA title for winning 31 out of the 54 IMCA 
feature races, an incredible winning rate of 57 
percent. 

"Hutcherson was such an excellent dri- 
ver because he had a burning desire to win," 
said Neil Larson, State Fair auto race superin- 
tendent. "He built his own cars, so he knew 
what had to be adjusted in order to win a 
race." 

Like Derr and Stott, Hutcherson also 
performed well in Minnesota. He won both the 
Minnesota State Fair Stock Car Classic and 
the Minnesota Classic in 1963 and '64 as well 
as the IMCA stock car division championships 
those same years. From 1965 through '67, 
Hutcherson set a record of 14 wins in each 
year. 


After Hutcherson retired from racing, he

In a 1963 editorial in the Keokuk Daily Gate City newspaper, 
ieee columnist John Marion wrote, "Our town receives some of the 
greatest publicity possible when its name appears on nearly every 
sports page of nearly every newspaper in the country at least once 
or twice a week in the stories of the feats of our racing class." 

The achievements of the Keokuk drivers could be traced to 
several factories that were located in the area. Many of the facto- 
ries built engines and other auto parts, and they were readily avail- 
able to drivers to use in their stock cars. 

Among racing memorabilia displayed at the Minnesota State 
Fair History Museum are pieces of these cars. Stott removed a 
piece of his car with his name on it for museum curator Gale Frost 
and Derr donated a crankshaft from one of his cars.

ASA — The Great American “Dream” Series 


The story of the American Speed Association begins with one man’s dream to own a race 
track. In the early 1960’s Rex Robbins owned and sponsored local racers, which developed his 
interest in motorsports. In 1968, when the opportunity arose to buy Sun Valley Speedway (now 
Anderson Speedway), Robbins made an offer. However, the track’s owner encouraged Robbins to 
Start out promoting races to learn the business. This was the birth of the American Speed 
Association. 

The first season ASA sanctioned two Late Model races and a number of Sprint car 
bookings, each modestly staged in Anderson. The dream developed further as the Regional Late 
Model Series flourished on short tracks in central Indiana while race sites were scouted for the new 
organization. ASA simmered to a slow, gradual boil. And in 1972, the lid blew off the pot. 

Throughout the seventies and eighties, ASA flourished on short tracks around the country 
and by 1990, the series had become the ACDelco Challenge Series with a a season attendance 
of 330,000. The events have skyrocketed ever since with a total attendance of over one-half million 
— a whopping 52 percent increase. Over the same time period, award monies have increased 
from $1.1. million to over $3 million. 

In 1996, a three-year agreement with The Nashville Network will increase the number of 
televised ASA events from seven broadcasts in 1995 to a majority of the 20-race schedule. The 
season running from February through November will reward one driver the championship trophy 
for the ASA/ACDelco Challenge Series. 

From a humble beginning in 1968 to the 1990's...with ACDelco participation, national media 
exposure and a new state-of-the-art car, ASA racing has moved to the top levels of stock car 
awareness and popularity with fans across the country. With ACDelco extending its sponsorship 
through 1997, the future growth of this exciting race circuit is ensured. 

Robbins makes it affordable for his competitors to share his dream of success, as costs to 
participate in the nationally televised series are approximately $250,000 to $300,000 a year (much 
less than other nationally televised series). Eligible models for competition in the ACDelco 
Challenge Series include the Chevrolet Monte Carlo, the Pontiac Grand Prix, Oldsmobile Cutlass 
Supreme and Ford Thunderbird...replicated in composite fiberglass and mounted over the tubular 
steel frame structure and powered by a 500 horsepower, V-6 engine. This new car, introduced in 
1992, is designed and constructed for appearance, safety and economy...and to make ASA racing 
more competitive than ever. 

And competitive they are. The circuit’s policy of always ending races under the green flag 
and the tremendous parity among the competitors creates door handle-to-door handle excitement 
at nearly every turn. 

Some individuals have dubbed the ASA as the “Field of Dreams” due to the Winston Cup 
standouts that have utilized the ASA circuit as a stepping stone. In fact, many of the top race 
chauffeurs in North America have learned their trade through years of competition in ASA. The list 
includes past champions Mark Martin, Dick Trickle, Rusty Wallace, and Johnny Benson Jr, as well 
as Darrell Waltrip, Alan Kulwicki, Tim Fedewa and Glenn Allen Jr. 

Rex Robbins probably had no idea his dream would lead him this far. All he wanted was 
to own a race track. He ended up with so much more...including the race track he originally 
pursued.

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Mark Martin - A Tough Competitor 

Now in his ninth season of NASCAR Winston Cup competition with Roush Racing, Mark ` 
Martin, driver of the No. 6 Valvoline/Cummins/Roush Racing Ford Thunderbird, has consistently 
been one of the most formidable competitors on the Winston Cup circuit and is currently eighth in 
the 1996 point standings. 

Over an eight-year period, spanning from 1988 to 1995, 
Martin has: 

e Won 18 NASCAR Winston Cup races, including his first 
career Winston Cup win at North Carolina Motor Speedway on 
October 22, 1989. 

e Started from the pole position in 28 NASCAR Winston Cup 
races. Scored his first pole at Nashville International Speedway on 
July 11, 1981. 

e 15 the only active NASCAR Winston Cup driver to finish sixth 
or higher in the point standings each season since 1989. 

e Has won at least one pole and one race each season since 
1989.

e Remains the only NASCAR Winston Cup driver to register raced with ASA 
seven straight seasons with more than $1 million in winnings.

Martin is poised to continue the success that the team has enjoyed during their eight-year 
relationship and will continue to work toward the realization of a long term dream -- their first 
Winston Cup title. 

A Look Back At 1995 

The team's first pole of the 1995 season came in April at Bristol. A few weeks later the 
team captured their first victory at Talladega Superspeedway. Martin made a spectacular last lap 
maneuver to pass Dale Earnhardt to take the checkered flag at Talladega for the first time in his 
Winston Cup career. It was also the first time that Roush recorded a win at a restrictor-plate track. 

Martin won his second pole of the season at New Hampshire. Then, in August, Martin once 
again proved his road-racing abilities by scoring his second pole and win of the season at Watkins 
Glen. This was Martin's third consecutive win and pole at the track in as many years and by doing 
so Martin became the first NASCAR driver in the history of the Watkins Glen track to accomplish 
this feat. The team's success here, combined with a second place finish at the Sears Point road 
course in California, allowed Martin to lead more miles and laps on road courses during the 1995 
season than any other Winston Cup regular. Martin earned his fourth pole of the season at Bristol. 

In October Martin struck again, twice. First, he took the checkered flag at the North 
Wilkesboro short track after starting on the outside front row next to pole sitter and teammate Ted 
Musgrave. Then a week |

It's Not All Roses 

Martin has had his share of tri- | 
umphs and disappointments over the | 
past eight seasons. 

Martin captured his first career | 
pole in just his third race at Nashville 
International Raceway in 1981, and he 
earned another pole two months later at & 
Richmond Fairgrounds Speedway. 

In 1981, Martin recorded two top- 
five finishes, but failed to duplicate that success while running a full season in 1982. A year later, 
he made 15 starts for three different car owners, as well as one start in his own car. That was the 
last time Martin was in the seat of a Winston Cup car until he ran five races in 1986 and a single 
event in 1987. 

During that time, Martin returned to his roots - running in the American Speed Association 
(ASA), where won won three titles (1978, "79, '80). He added another ASA title to his racing 
resume in 1986 and learned a valuable lesson along the way. 

"| learned that it didn't matter if you were racing for a state championship or the Winston 
Cup title, there's always pressure," says Martin. "Someone is always trying to beat you and there 
is always the pressure of trying to do a little bit better than you did in your last race." 

When Jack Roush formed a Winston Cup team in 1988, he selected Martin as his driver. 
During their inaugural season, Martin earned one pole position and crossed the finish line 10 times 
among the top 10. 

In 1989, Martin finished third in the championship chase behind winner Rusty Wallace and 
Dale Earnhardt. During the season, he recorded his first career Winston Cup victory at North 
Carolina Motor Speedway, earned six pole positions and finished among the top 10 in 14 races. 

Martin knocked on the championship door in 1990, finishing second by 26 points to Winston 
Cup winner Dale Earnhardt. He recorded three victories, started from the pole three times and fin- 
ished in the top 10 in 23 of 29 starts. The next year Martin had one victory, five poles and 14 top- 
five finishes. 

In 1992, Valvoline became the primary sponsor on the No. 6 Roush Racing Ford 
Thunderbird, after two seasons as an associate sponsor. Martin has helped Valvoline's used motor 
oil recycling effort by taping public service announcements urging responsible disposal. He has 
also taped PSAs on behalf of seat belt use. The relationship between Martin and Valvoline has 
become a single identity in the racing community. 

In 1993 Martin had a great year with five wins, including a record four-in-a-row, five poles, 
12 top-five and 19 top-10 finishes. He finished third in the point standings. 

Martin was runner-up again in 1994 by finishing second in the Winston Cup points chase. 
Martin had two victories, one pole, 15 top-five and 20 top-10 finishes for the year. 

Other Accomplishments 

In addition to his accomplishments on the track, Martin was voted the top professional ath- 
lete for the month of August 1993 by the S. Rae Hickik Pro Athlete of the Year board. He won the 
third quarter balloting for 1993 Driver of the Year, voted on by a national panel of motorsports 
media. Martin received the Busch Pole Award and $30,000 in 1991 after starting from the inside of 
the front row five times, more than any other driver. He was selected to the American Auto Racing 
Writers and Broadcasters Association (AARWBA) All-American Team in 1990.
